Paris, Sept. 7 ( A P ) — facing down 
shouts of ’’Airplanes for’ Spain!” 
and the calling of a one-hdxTstrike 
of 230,000 Paris district metal work­ 
ers. Premier Leon Blum flatly re ­ 
fused Sunday night to yield to com­ 
munist pressure for an end to non­ 
intervention in Spain. 
Before a socialist massmeetlng at 
Luna park, the socialist premier 
made it plain he was determined 
that Fiance m aintain ah attitude 
of strict neutrality. 
M ilitant socialists, even before the 
close of his speech, filled the hall 
with the roar: "Long live Blum!” 
The premier had been greeted ear­ 
lier with cries of ‘'Airplanes for 
Spain!” 
M. Blum also warned the metal 
workers that their strike, if pro­ 
longed, would imperil France’s own 
defense. 
The strike was called for today 
in protest against the neutrality 
policy. 
This policy, the communists ar­ 
gue, has contributed to “suicide of 
the Spanish people,” because they 
contend, fascist Italy and naxi Ger­ 
many are arming the rebels. 
M. Blum, however, told his fol­ 
lowers th at “no proof exists” that 
any nation has ’violated its word” 
since acceptance of the French neu­ 
trality plan, which both Italy and 
Germany have subscribed to.
